Tuesday for a much-sought gunman believed to be suffering 
from a serious bullet wound, his pal, Fred Roberts, 26, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of assault with intent to rob, and 
was sentenced by District Judge Shepherd to 10 years in the 
state reformatory. T. J. Trautt, proprietor of the Red Cross 
pharmacy, Thirteenth and South streets, captured Roberts, 
who was wounded slightly when the druggist opened fire 
upon the other bandit during an attempted holdup Monday 
night.

The state tax commissioner's office, 
the governor said, will function as 
a general clearing house for cash 
subscriptions and donation of food- 
stuffs. Tax Commissioner Smith will 
be assisted in this work by Sta,e 


Cc-chran ami his staff. The 
state purchasing- agent, wha is a 
subordinate of the tax commissioner, 
will supervise the purchase of sup- 
plies with funds contributed, sup- 
plementing those given direct 


The distribution of supplies also 


will be under the general direction 
of the tax commissioner, who will 
keep complete records of all money 
contributions and gifts of food, as 
well as the disposition made of all 
provender. 


By making use 
of 
these state 
agencies, Governor Bryan said, no 
overhead cost will be incurred for 
salaries or expenses in administering 
relief, and every dollar that is sub- 
scribed by the people of Nebraska 
will be used to purchase 100 cents 
worth of goods for the

Employes Not On Full 


Schedule Entitled 


To Compensation. 


That employes working at regular 


hourly wage rates, but on part time 
schedules, are entitled to compensa- 
tion on a weekly basis and are not 
limited by the number of days actu- 
ally employed is the ruling of State 
Labor Commissioner Matthews in 
the case of Ed Blacketor against the 
City of Lincoln. 


At this particular time, when 


many municipalities as well as 
private employers have divided up 
the available jobs so as to keep more 
people at work for three or four 
days per week each, the commis- 
rioner's holding that they are liable 
in case of injury for the full six- 
day weekly period of ordinary em- 
ployment will have a widespread ap- 
plication. 


Blacketor, who suffered a spinal 


injury by falling from a tree last- 
February while engaged in trimming 
off some of its branches with an 
axe, had been working for the city 
several years. He received 50 cents 
an hour, and in ordinary times, 
when working six days a week, this 
amounted to $24 a week. However, 
at the time of his accident, he was 
employed only three days a- week. 
so that his earnings were only $12 
in that period. 
The compensation statute fixes 


two-thirds of an employe's wages as 
the maximum amount he may re- 
ceive when incapacitated by acci- 
dental injury. 
The city and its 


surety have been paying Blacketor 
S8 a week, as two-thirds of the $12 
he had actually been drawing. 


Now 
Commissioner 
Matthews 


finds that the ttiourly rate of 50 
cents governs "for the ordinary- 
hours of employment," which is held 
to be 8 hours a day and six days per 
week. On that basis, he allows $15 
a week, which is the highest amount 
payable regardless of wages drawn. 
This award is made to run until dis- 
ability ends, but not longer than 


j 300 weeks. 


In support of his ruling. Commis- 


sioner Matthews cites a decision of 
| the Nebraska Supreme court, in the 
case of Clarence J. Davis vs. Lin- 
coln county, wherein the claimant 
was found entitled to compensation 
at. 35 cents an hour for a full week, 
although he was only a part time 
employe.

' Britain Enacts Law Sus- 


pending Gold Standard 


For 6 Months. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Great Britain entered its second 


day of six months' suspension from 
the gold standard with signs of slow 
adjustment to new conditions, and 
the London stock exchange prepared 
to open Wednesday. 


When the exchange reopens busi- 
ness will be conucted in an ordinary 
way, without any restrictions, it was 
officially stated. 


Trading on the New York ex- 


change went back to normal propor- 
tion?, 
with prices rallying slowly i 


from Monday's reaction. An official! 
ban against short selling remained 
in force. 
| 
Tiie British pound sold at 104 


francs ($4.077) and 105 francs ($4.11) ' 
at the openiiig of the official money j 
market in Paris. The Amsterdam 
bourse reopened and the Nether- 
lands bank announced it would take 
over any outstanding contingent po- 
sitions. 


A 
bankers conference in Berlin 


decided to constitute a consortium 
with resources of $280,000.000 to sup- 
port the local mark if necessary. 
German sto;k exchanges and metal 
markets remained closed. 
England planned to enforce anti- 


profiteering measures. Purchases of 
foreign exchange were restricted. 


Rushed Through Parliament. 


LONDON, Sept. 22—(iPj—Kusned 
through parliament in record time 
and signed by a royal commission, 
the British "govornment'e emerg- 
ency measure suspending the gold 
standard went into effect today for 
a per:cd of six months. The stock 
"exchange was closed for the second 
day.The house of commons passed it 
just before closing time last night 
in spite of half-hearted attacks by 
labor back-benchers and the house 
of lords required only two minutes 
to give it the necessary three read- 
ings. The commission acted for King 
George who is in Scotland. 
There was no division on the final 
vote but the government won maj- 
orities of about 100 on 
successive 
closure motions Labor members op- 
posed the bill chiefly on the grounds 
that 
economy measures 
already 
adopted were unnecessary if 
gold 
payments were suspended. 


Snowden Reassures Nation. 
Chancellor Philip Snowden, who 
sponsored the measure, went on the 
air to assure the nation that the fall 
in the pound sterling would be "lim- 
ited" and to invoke its confidence 
in 
government's ability to weather 


the crisis. 
The consequences of the suspen- 
sion he said, 'are bound to be dis- 
agreeable. In some ways they may 
be serious but they will not be 
catastrophic. TAe pound will not go 
the -way of the (post-war) franc or 
the mark. 
"The British budget is now the 
most securely-balanced budget 
in 
the -world. There is no longer any 
risk 
of an internal inflation ana 
there are no longer any grounds for 
distrusting the essential soundness 
of our financial position." 
He expressed regret at the plight 


of some Americans among other for- 
eigners "who still have money de- 
posited here and will be able to 
take it back—if they wish to take 
it back—in depreciated pounds, and 
will therefore suffer a loss in terms 
of their own currencies. We deplore 
that loss and have done all we can 
to avert it. 
No Cause For Panic. 
"But 
for the great majontr ol 
our people in Great Britain there 
is no cause for alarm or panic. X 
want to say most 
emphatically 
there is not the slightest cause for 
anxiety about the money you have 
in barks, or your money in savings 
banks. Avoid a panic. 
"We mean to do our duty, "iou 
can do yours by not getting rattled, 
by carrying on calmly and steadily 
witK your daily occupations in con- 
fidence. Britain will emerge 
from 
the present crisis—as she has em- 
erged from graver emergencies in 
the psst—a stronger and more pros- 
perous nation than before.

ice Rendered. 


Three hundred and twenty pupils 


frcm the city public schools Thurs- 
day forenoon will visit ten of the 
eighteen welfare agencies participat- 
ing in Lincoln community chest 
funds as an educational project for 
studying the service rendered by the 
agencies in ihe chest and council of 
social agencies, Supeiintendent Lef- 
ler announced Tuesday. The project 
is in keeping with the "know jour 
citv" visits which are made period- 
ically by public school pupils. 


T>n pupils from each of Lincoln's 


thnty-two schools will be selected 
for tht trip oo that each school will 
ha\e a representative at each of the 
ten welfare agencies to be visited. 
Miss Han let Toune, director of the 
child 
welfare 
department of the 


puohc schools, and Secretary Louis 
Home of the chest, are in charge of 
preoarations. 


The children will meet at the 


Stuart theater at 8:50 a. m. Thurs- 
day for a general assembly where 
the purpose of the trip and some- 
thing of the activities of the wel- 
fare,agencies to be studied will be 
explained. Superintendent L e f ler 
will preside. Speakers will include R. 
E. Campbell, president of the chest, 
Mr. Home and Howard Beaver, 
chest campaign director. 


Teachers In Charge. 


Each of the groups will be in 


charge of a teacher, while enough 
parents of the children, including 
P. T. A. members, are expected to 
accompany the tour to bring the 
total number of visitors to more 
than 350. 


Agencies to be visited include the 


Bov Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, city 
mission, humane society. Social Wel- 
fare society, Tabitha home, Y. M. C. 
A. Y. W. C. A., Junior league baby 
clinics. Red Cross and Lincoln and 
Lancaster committee of the Nebras- 
ka Tuberculosis association. 
After 


th.- tour the pupils will report back 
to their fellow pupils on what they 
have seen and learned. 


"The purpose of this study and, 


these visits is purely educational," 
Sunerintendent Lefler said Tuesday. 
"No solicitation of funds is contem- 
plated by the community chest from 
school children. It is highly impor- 
tant and desirable. howe% er, that our 
school children should know some- 
thing of the family rehabilitation, 
relief and character training work 
being done in Lincoln bv the chest 
agences, and that the 
children 


should gain the proper perspective 
of t.he community. 


"Th>- ultimate answer to the pres- 


ent industrial upheaval is public ed- 
ucation. Public school officials are 
taking advantage of the piescnt 
time, during which the work of Lin- 
coln's welfare agencies is being em- 
phasized in view of the approaching 
community chest campaign, and to 
acquaint public school pupils with 
the work which welfare agencies aie 
doing to maintain a reasonable bal- 
ance in the family life of the com- 
munity."

What an hour this would be for a distinguished Ne- 


braskan. who sleeps the eternal sleep on one of the 
highest knolls, overlooking the broad silvery Potomac 
in Arlington cemetery! W. J. Bryan fought a mem- 
orable, titanic presidential contest in which the domi- 
nant issue was the gold standard. His proposal to 
coin silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 aroused contempt 
and scorn among the members of the banking pro- 
fession. It was a campaign in which more emotion 
and more feeling developed than in any struggle since 
the Civil war. "Wall street, the bankers, and business 
generally charged Mr. Bryan would debauch the cur- 
rency of this country. And now we find Great Brit- 
ain, 
traditionally staid and conservative, suspending

den is placed upon the taxpayers. 


Michigan has just about reached the end of the 


rope under its teacher retirement law, in effect dur- 
ing the past 15 years. Ths Detroit Free Press reports 
that the fund is "broke" and that the benefits which 
superannuated teachers are supposed to get from it 
cannot be paid. An overdraft of $14,000,000 has been 
created, and there is no prospect that the state treas- 
ury will ever get back any of this money. On the con- 
trary, the fund is going deeper into the hole all the 
time. 


The last legislature passed a resolution requesting 


the governor to appoint a special commission to pre- 
pare and submit a plan for the repeal of the retire- 
ment lav/ and the .refunding to teachers of a part of 
the money they have contributed to the fund. Their 
payments aggregate about S2.500.000 to date. 
The 


rest of the money has been furnished by the state. 


Eight hundred teachers on the retirement list are 


drawing S500 per year each as annuities. This num- 
ber is increasing every year. 


Computations show that even if the law is repealed 


it will cost the state $8.000,000 to reimburse 
active 


teachers for their contributions to the fund and con- 
tinue the annuities to those who are now entitled to 
receive them. Should tho law remain in effect, of 
course, the cost will be still greater and will continue 
to grow from year to year. 


By going slow with such innovations as teacher re- 


tirement, income tax. state-owned banks and state 
financing of farm loans, etc., Nebraska is ahead many 
millions of dollars which its people would otherwise 
have had to pay in taxes.

From 
such a towering figure of finance as J. P- Morgan 
came the comforting assurance that the decision of 
the British government to suspend the gold standard 
would be helpful to the present situation. Those who 
had in years previous been most outspoken in defense 
of the gold standard suddenly reversed themselves and 
became the advocates of its abandonment. That, in 
itself, is another impressive bit of evidence that this 
truly is the age of miracles and marvels.

GOVERNOR SIGNS B1U,. 


AUSTIN. Tex.. Sept. 22—(AIM — 


Gov. Ross S. Sterling today slpned 
the bill reducing Texas' cotton 
acreage next year and in 1933 to 
about one-half of what it was this 
year. 


.AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 22—W)—A 


bill providing for reduction of cot- 
ton acreage in Texas to 30 per cent 
of the cultivated land for 1932 and 
1933 awaited only the signature of 
Gov. Ross S. Sterling today to be- 
come' a law. 


The measure, expected to reduce 


the Lone Star state's production by 
about half, was passed by both 
houses of the legislature yesterday. 
Observers expressed little doubt that 
the governor would sign the bill 
immediately. 
The bill was Texas' answer to 


pleas of the south to the nation's 
largest cotton producer to legislate 
against over-production. The legis- 
lature discarded the "no 1932 cot- 
ton" plan, which Louisiana and 
South Carolina have enacted into 
law.Each Texas farmer would be pro- 
hibited for two years from planting 
in cotton more than 30 per cent of 
the total cultivated land this year. 
After 1933 there would be no fixed 
percentage limitations, but no land 
could be planted to cotton in suc- 
cessive years.

IN FOSHAY TRIAL 


Coble, Accountant, Cites Numer- 


ous "Write-TJps" in Com- 
pany's Assets. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 22—(#>— 


Testimony that books of the W. B. 
Foshay Co. included as assets "prof- 
its" on sales of properties which 
were never completed was given to- 
day by C. M. Coble, Omaha, an ac- 
countant, appearing as a govern- 
ment witness in the trial of Foshay 
and six associates on mail fraud 
charges. 
In October 1928. the company en- 


tered a profit of $47,044 in its ac- 
counts on the sale of a San Pedro, 
Honduras, Utility, which was never 
delivered, he said. He pointed to 
three other entries, two of which 
listed as profits, one of $42,416 and 
another of $95,487, on similar un- 
completed transactions, while the 
third listed a "loss" of $8,118 on 
sales of a property which likewise 
was not completed. 
Coble, a special agent for the 


government, 
cited 
numerous in- 


stances of "write-ups" in the assets 
listed in books of the company. He 
said that when affairs of the com- 
pany, first incorporated in Minneso- 
ta, were transferred to another of 
the same name chartered in Dela- 
ware, the net assets listed 
totaled 


$2.834,313. 
Of this, he said. $1,351,410 repre- 


sented "write-ups," leaving $1,482,- 
902 "actual assets." The company 
issued securities on the basis of the 
higher value, and set up a surplus 
account.
